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A REMINISCENCE OF MR. LINCOLN.

His Nomination for the Presidonoy - His
Tempeorance.
A writer ih the Portland Press gives the fols
lowing interesting reminlioence of President
Lancoln: —

“When thie convention was held in Chicago,
which nompoated Mr. Lincoln for the Prosi-
ouoyin 1860, a respootable gentieman of my
< ntance in Massachusetic—not of Mr. Lin-
oln's party—waas induced to wmke the opportu-
nity in company with several del es and
ptherss interested In the objects of the conven-
tion, to go gut to Chiengo and spend a fow days
in visiting "that section of our country. Ina
yory few minutes after the final balloting was
bad and Mr. Lincoln was nominated, it hap-
ned that a train of cars staried upon the Cen.
ral Railroad, ruqnim; through Springtield, the
rlm:e of Mr. Lincoln’s residence, and Mr. R.,
he gentlemna alluded to, took passage in the
same. Arriving at Springfleld he put up at
[public house, and loftering uvon the front door
stepe, had the curiosity to inquire of the land-
lord where Mr., Lincoln lived., Whilst giving
the necessary directions, the Iandlord suddenly
rmarked, ‘There fis Mr, Lincoln now, coming
flown the sidewalk; that tall, crooked man,
flonsely walking this way; If you wish to see him
you will have an opportunity by putting yonr
elf In s track,’
“In a few moments the object of his curlosity
reached the point our triend occupied, who, ad-
pancing, veutured to accost Mm thus:—*'Iz thia
Mr. Lincoln? “I'hat, sir, 12 my name.' ‘My
name 18 K., from Plymonth county, Massachu.
tts, and learping that yon bhave to«day been
made the pablic property of the Unitod Siates,
have ventured to mtroduce mygelt with s view
0 a briel acquaintance, hoping yon will pardon
such 8 patriotic curlosity In a stranger.’ Mr,
Aneoln received his salutations with cordiality,
old him no apology was necessary for this intro
luction, and asked him to accompany him to his
swidence, He had just come Irom the tele.
taph office where he had learned the facl of his
omination, and was on his return home when
ur friend met and accompanied him thither,
“Arriviog at Mr. Lincoln's residence he was
introduced to Mrs. Lincoln ana the two boys,
nnd entered into conversation in relution to the
incoln family of the old colony—the Hingham
Jeneral Lincoln of the Revolotionary army and
he two Worcester Lincolns, brothers, who wers
overnors of Massacnusetts and Maine at one
nd the same time.
